Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

upon close review of the claims, the prior art, and applicant's remarks in the Amendment filed on 
1 1-21-07, it appears that the allowance of claims 1-4, 6-8, 10-12, and 14-22 are appropriate. 
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The prior art of Alperovich, used in the outstanding office action, discloses providing a 
delivery report to a message originator in case of a message delivery failure to a recipient based 
on a rejection list rather than deciding by a recipient device whether an originator of a message is 
allowed to receive a delivery report by referring to a list of originators of messages which are 
allowed to receive delivery reports and transmitting the delivery report when the originator is on 
said list. Therefore Alperovich does not meet the requirements of the claimed invention. 

Further, it would be contrary to the teaching in Alperovich to modify the recipient device 
to include judging whether a delivery report is to be transmitted or not to an originator in 
response to receiving a message by referring to an internal stored list of originators who are 
allowed to receive a delivery report located and transmitting the delivery report when the device 
judges that said report is to be transmitted since Alperovich includes a home location register 
(HLR) of a mobile network referring to a stored list of originators that are not allowed to 
transmit messages to a recipient and transmitting a delivery report to the originator based upon 
determining message transmission failure.
